W ASHINGTON (A P)—In his mo st co n- 
cilia to ry speech to America n y o uth, President 
Nix o n ha s urged the y o ung to try o ut the sy s- 
stem in “ a n a llia nce o f the genera tio ns.’* 
Spea king befo re 8 ,5 00 students a nd fa culty 
members a t the Univ ersity o f Nebra ska a t Lin­ 
co ln Thursda y , Nix o n sa id: 
“ There ca n be n*o genera tio n ga p in AmeriJ 
ca . The destiny o f this na tio n is no t div ided in­ 
to y o urs a nd o urs— it is o ne destiny . We sha re 
it to gether. We a re respo nsible fo r it to gether.” 
Apa rt fro m a flurry o f “ Pea ce No w’* cha nts, 
so o n dro wned in a cho rus o f bo o s when he wa s 
intro duced, Nix o n w(a s well receiv ed—better in 
fa ct, tha n o n a ny ca mpus since he to o k o ffice. 
The President, who sto pped in Linco ln o n a 
flight ba ck to Wa shingto n fro m So uthern Ca li­ 
fo rnia , to ld fiv e newsmen tra v eling a bo a rd his 
jet he feels his a udience listened ca refully to 
his wo rds. 
Alluding to the fa ct he wa s interrupted o nly 
o nce by a ppla use “ a full genera tio n o f pea ce” —

Nix o n sa id his a ddress wa s no t written with a p­ 
pla use lines in mind. 
“ I’ll be interrupted 35 times when I giv e my 
Sta te o f the Unio n,” he sa id, referring to a n a d­ 
dress to the new Co ngress Ja n. 2 2 , “ a nd it wo n’t 
mea n a thing.” 
Nix o n wa s o bv io usly plea sed by his recep­ 
tio n o n the Nebra ska ca mpus, which ha s been , 
rela tiv ely free o f student unrest. 
After pa y ing tribute to the univ ersity 's un­ 
defea ted fo o tba ll tea m, a nd presenting to the 
co a ch a bro nze pla que co mmemo ra ting the fa ct 
Nebra ska wa s The Asso cia ted Press’ 19 70 grid­ 
iro n cha mpio n, Nix o n ta lked a t length a bo ut 
his co nceptio n o f the ro le o f y o ung peo ple in 
the na tio n. 
Pro po sing “ a n a llia nce o f the genera tio ns,” 
he sa id: * 
“ Let us to gether seek o ut tho se wa y s by 
which the co mmitment a nd the co mpa ssio n o f 
o ne genera tio n ca n be linked to the 
will a nd the 
ex perience o f a no ther, so tha t to gether we ca n 


better serv e America a nd America better serv e 
ma nkind.” 
Referring to ex tensio n o f federa l v o ting 
rights to a ll tho se 18 a nd o lder, Nix o n sa id: 
“ So much is in y o ur ha nds no w. To tho se 
who ha v e believ ed the sy stem co uld no t be 
mo v ed, I sa y try it. To tho se who ha v e tho ught 
the sy stem wa s impenetra ble, I sa y there is no 
lo nger a need to penetra te—tha t do o r’s o pen.” 
Nix o n a ckno wledged tha t the y o ung might 
no t a lwa y s prev a il, ho wev er. 
“ It is in the v ery na ture o f a free so ciety 
tha t no o ne ca n win a ll the time,” he sa id. “ No 
o ne ca n ha v e his o wn wa y a ll the time, a nd no 
o ne is right a ll the time.” 
Nix o n sa id he pro ba bly will spend pa rt o f 
the weekend a t his Ca mp Da v id retrea t nea r 
Thurm^nt, Md. Jo kingly , he sa id he ha d re­ 
sisted hea v y pressure fro m his Flo rida friend, 
C. G. “ Bebe” Rebo zo , to a ttend pro fessio na l 
fo o tba ll’s cha mpio nship Super Bo wl ga me in 
Mia mi Sunda y .

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Shock of U.S. Returnees 


The tens of thousands of Americans returning from 


military duty abroad, especially those coming home from 


Vietnam, have been away only a year under the policy 


of rotation. But hundreds of others, and their families, 


away in the Foreign Service and foreign branches of 
other government services who are away up to eight 
years, return home to a country that may give them a 


cultural shock over the changes they find in their native 


land on their return. 
To ioften the shock, the United States Information 


Agency has been conducting crash three-to-five day 
workshops for returned foreign service and civil service 
officers. The medium is America today > in a nutshell. 


The course tries to convey what is happening to the 


United States in order to suggest new ways to represent 


and speak for their country, an aid to the learning or 


readjustment process, and a help to the communication 


problem. 
In eight years, the changes have been unbelievable, 


and the news magazines he received did not keep the 


officer abroad posted. 
Hie curricula includes under­ 
ground culture, black power, woman's lib, films, rock 


music, population pressures and pollution, \student un­ 
rest, contemporary American literature, experimental 


theater, new concepts in urban architecture, everything 


the absentees missed. Ii is a new world and we need the 


returnees' help to improve it. 
Political Generation Gan 


The belief that the 18 to 20-year vote will have little 


effect on the national election is being refuted by the 


result of a sampling opinion by the Harris Survey. 
It found a deep generation gap over many issues that 


are in the public consciousness and that may polarize the 


voters in 1972. 
Such issues as pollution control, equality for blacks, 
troop withdrawal from Vietnam by 1971, joint space ex­ 
ploration with the Soviet, increased aid to the poor, de­ 
segregation of schools now, and student protest found the 
new voters 13 to 33 per cent more in favor than their 
elders. On these other issues: drugs and pornography, 
work for welfare recipients, leniehcy of college adminis­ 
trators, the elders were 12 to 35 per eent more favorable 
than the youthful voters. 
Young voters tend to classify themselves as Demo­ 
crats or Independents, and a large number are not sure. 
How many will vote their convictions, and how many 
their party affiliations, will have much to do with the 
result of the coming election. That the new youthful vot­ 
ers will have a real impact cannot be gainsaid. 


Gov. Ronald Reagan of California coined a phrase 
that will be heard in the fight to bring welfare payments 
under contr^. He pledged to eliminate from state welfare 
roles “ those whose greed is greater than their need.” 
Until federal law is changed, it will be a difficult pledge 
to keep.

In the first place, it would 
have been necessary under a 
“declaration of war” to halt 
Commerce by sea from Red 
China and the Soviet Union 
to North Vietnam. Likewise, 
all other ships would have 
been subject to search and 
seizure. 
But primarily the 
United 
States

conflict with the Soviets and 
Red Chinese. The question is 
whether the Russian Navy 
would have decided to protect 
its shipping and defy the 
American Navy. This is just 
one of the many complications 
that a “declaration of war” 
could have produced. 
It is well known that the 
Soviets and the Red Chinese 
began sending munitions and 
military 
weapons 
and 
ad­ 
visors into 
North Vietnam 
when 
Hanoi 
started 
its 
agression. Any “declaration of 
war” could have resulted in 
hostilities against Russian and 
Red Chinese groups stationed 
in North Vietnam. 
Under the terms of the 
Southeast 
Asia treaty, 
the 
United States had committed 
itself to help the member and 
protocol nations who asked for 
aid. As for authority from 
Congress, President Johnson 
obtain*' in-August 1964 what 
is known as the “ Gulf of 


Tonkin 
Resolution” 
when 
American naval vessels were 
attacked by the North Viet­ 
namese. At that time it was 
generally taken for granted 
t h a t 
Congress, 
by 
its 
resolution, was giving consent 
to use American troops to 
carry out the 
mission 
of 
defending S o u t h Vietnam 
against 
aggression. 
T h e 
r e s o l u t i o n was repealed 
recently, but Congress keeps 
on appropriating funds for the 
military operations in Viet 
nam. 
What is overlooked by many 
critics is that America made 
a 
pledge 
to 
protect 
the 
smaller nations in Southeast 
Asya. If South Vietnam had 
not been assisted, most of the 
other countries in that area 
would 
have 
fallen 
under 
C o m m u n i s t attack. The 
United 
States 
was 
plainly 
fulfilling the commitment it 
made in the Southeast Asia 
Treaty, 
which 
had 
been 
ratified by the Senate. There 
was no necessity for a formal 
“declaration of war,” as this 
c«uld have meant America 
might 
have 
had 
to 
fight 
against Russia and Red China 
— who have been our real 
adversaries 
on 
the 
Asian 
continent and the chief allies 
of North Vietnam. • 
To 'go back now and say 
that there should have been 
a “ declaration of war” is to 
argue that, whenever a treaty 
obligation is honored as a 
nation requests assistance, the 
United 
States 
must 
get 
authority from Congress for 
the use of the military forces. 
This in itself might intensify 
the difficult situations that 
arise when major powers like 
the Soviet Union and Com­ 
munist China meddle in the 
affairs of smaller countries.

explained > our 
duties under the Southeast 
Asia Treaty again and again. 
The Congress has been fully 
aware of the danger to the 
peoples of the Asian continent 
and of the possibility Of a 
larger war. Each year ap­ 
propriation bills have been 
passed « Jthorizing 
military 
operations in Vietnam. This 
is a form of sanction which 
indicated to the world that the 
Congress, 
even, without

Even then they may not b e 
the right types for the job s at 
hand. There are special files 
with different teeth designed 
for softer metals and there are 
special shapes for different job s. 
Filing an auger b it, for example, 
requires a special sori of file. 
Tell your hardware dealer what 
you intend to do with the file 
and allow him to steer you the 
right way. 
Files 
are 
availab le 
in 
all 
shapes, lengths, cuts and de­ 
grees 
of 
coarseness. 
Basic 
shapes are fiat, round, 
half- 
round, triangular and square. 
If the file is designated as a 
single cut it has single, paral­ 
lel rows of teeth. A doub le cut 
file has rows of teeth crossing 
each other. The single cut is 
generally used for finer work. 
A rasp has sharp, individual 
teeth in a checker b oard pat­ 
tern. Use this file for extremely 
rough work. Another file used 
for rough* work has curved, 
parallel cutting edges. 
The file length is the size of 
the part of the file that has 
teeth. The pointed end, called a 
tang, is the part that is insert­ 
ed in a handle. 
Do not use a file without a 
handle. The tang can easily in­ 
jure your hand. 
You should have an assort­ 
ment of handles as well as files. 
The handle should fit easily 
without 
b eing 
too 
loose. 
It 
should line up squarely with 
the file. Tap—b ut do not pound 
—the 
handle 
lightly 
on 
the 
workb ench to make it fit. 
When you use the file keep 
the pressure light and even. 
Cutting is done on the forward 
stroke, 
never 
on 
the 
b ack 
stroke. Move the file across the 
work the full length of the file 
for even wearing. 
A file card is a b rush with 
short wire b ristles. Get one and 
keep it handy. Use it to clean 
the files. 
Material to b e filed should b e 
held rigidly, preferab ly in a 
vise. If you are filing some 
thing to remove excess material 
start with a coarse file, end 
with a finer one.
